play to the world a pattern of incorrupt- 
ible integrity, and patriotism beyond par- 
Chase;—has, we fear, merited too truly 
the character obtaining for her in other 


landss—a country of disuniting fragments, 
in the very heart of which are assembled 


wrangling and disputa tjou; aud in whose 


cduncils the molten lead and blood-stained 
steel are the great luw-givers:—a nation, 
which disdainiug the horrid notion of the 
dictation of a wonarchy, is preparing to 
substitate the worse, and more bloody 
and despotic rule of anarchy. 

We are not entirely in despair as to the 
future of the country, vor do we give as 
our Own notions or fully endoree the idea 
suggested by a popular writer iu a tale 
we read some time ago. The villain-hero 
of the story was the bankrupt fox-hanting, 
steeple-chasing cousin or nephew of the 
lordly descendant of an uncient house on 
the green isle. He had killed his few ac- 
cording to the proper code known among 
such gentry. He killed, at last, one too 
many. The romantic biographer, in dis- 
posing at the finale of his heroos, was 
troubled how to get along with the duel- 
ing fox-hunter, and us a dernier resort 
sent him to New York, aud had him elect- 
ed to the Senate of the United States. 

Without making further comments up- 
on that national assembly, which it would 
be our hearts’ pride to see the honored 
éxample and admiration of the world. 
we will pass on to the subject more imme- 
diately apon our minds. 

Whatever may have been the motives 
which prompted their enunciation, the 
priticiples advocated by some of our lead- 
ing Statesmen iu regard to the unbounded 
rights of American citizens are coustitu- 
tional and true. To us it does not belong 


to search into the secrets of men’s hearts 


and the intentions that are there con- 
cealed. We must only judge them by 
their uttered thoughts and actions. Not 
ouly cannot the American freeman who is 
boru fa the Carolinas tose his franchise 
when be cfosses the borders of his native 
State, while yet he remains under the do- 
minion of his country’s flag; but the mo- 
ment the tortured victim of eastern ty- 
reuuy lands upon oar shores, he feels bis 
rusty shecklics burst from his wrists and 
ankics, and he is free. No matter what 
may de the term technically applied to 
the particular portion of the country in 
which he seeks a resting place, whether it 
Le tertitory or state, or without a name 
at all, the American citizen is or should 
be still the same free sovereign of his 
thonghtsandconscieuce,

Bat here, here is something bold and 
confessed, advocated without a blash, and 
urged without compunction. Polygumy 
is asserted to be one of the twin-relics of 
barbarism. Nor is it so asserted in 3 
private chamber, in a committee-room, or 
in a congregation of professed atheists or 
anti-biblicists; but boldly end anblushing- 
ly before a nation of professed Christians. 

We are told what the relic is; but who 
are the barbarians whence that relic has 
come dowa to us? Mr. Morrill has ne- 
glected to inform us. He hails from a 
State rather famous for its piety. Has be 
read his bible? IIe could not have been 
reared in infidelity; has he forgotten the 
lessons of his childhood? We will take 
the more charitable view of the case, and, 
considering that the turmoil of his politi- 
cal career has beclouded bis memory, re- 
mind him of his present position. If his 
hypothesis were correct, “the friend of 
God” was the ancient barbarian; and the 
“man after God's own heart,” whose poetry 
gave toue and inspiration to the eloquence 
of the great departed of our nation; and 
his more maguiſieent son, whose written 
sayings teach wisdom to the wise men of 
many nations, were his barbarous asso- 
ciates. Nay, the Erexrnat Gop himself 
would stand the most aucieut culprit; for 
Iie, it wat, who first ordained the rite, 
and sealed the sacred ceremony by an 
oath of eternal friendship! 

The notion is most unaccountable that 
seems to have gained upon many that 
polygumy is either a modern institation or 
derived solely from uncivilized tribes.

Bat now we see those, more ruth- 
less still, who are ready to storm the very 
gates of Heaven, to stretch forth their 
uuauoiuted hauds, and dragging the white- 
robed patriarchs from beside the throne 
of the Omnipotent, tear from their brows 
their glittering crowns, trample them in 
their tobaccojaice and arruiguing them 
before their presumptuous tribunal demand 
of them an apology for the origin of the 
twin-relic we inherit! Talk no more of 
blasphemy, nor prate to the heathens of 
the virtues of the holy book! Send the 
book abroad; scatter it among the wild 
tribes of all coutinents and islands. But, 
to be consistent, seal it up, seal it up fast 
and strong, and teach the admiration of 
its oatéidle glitter, but warn against the 
perusal of its contents. 

We hare not questioned the sincerity 
of Mr. Morrill’s futentions. He is no 
doubt a great man, a man of talent and 
learning; perchance a man of a good and 
honest heart. A suggestion or two, oven

WESTERN NEWS. 


We give the following from the Moun- 

tain Democrat:—Every person seems to 
be rushing to Western Utah. Daily the 
stages arrive in our city from Sacramento, 
louded down with passengers, all eager to 
cross the mountains at the earliest mo- 
meut. Arrangements are being made for 
the establishment of a duily line of stages 
between this city and Genoa, by L. Brady 
& Co., old and experienced stagewen. A 
gentleman just returned from Virginia 
City informs us that the road is lined with 
parties going over, and that building in 
the small miuing camps is going on rap- 
idly. The demand for lumber it is im- 
possible to supply, but in a short time 
parties will be able to live comfortably in 
tents. The excitement seems to be on 
the iucrease iu Carson Valley, as new aud 
rich discoveries are being constantly 
made. 
The Sacramento Union says:—Cap- 
tain Simpson, who surveyed a route from 
Carson Valley to Salt Lake City, and 
from that point east towards Pike’s Peak, 
in his Report, recommends that Congress 
appropriate $150,000 to open a road on 
the route surveyed, and to provide wells 
aud tanks where necessary. The recom- 
mendation is an excellent one, and it is to 
be hoped that Congress will act upon it 
favorably. Were a road established on 
that route, with wells, etc., at suitable 
= it would give to the Overland 
Mail, as well as to emigrants,a road to 
travel almost upon a direct line from the 
Missouri to the Sacramento. It would 
be over this short and direct line that the 
telegraphie wires on the ceutral route 
would be put up. For that line the State 
ought to do something, and Congress 
should make a liberal appropriation for 
the same object. 


Nortnern Paciric Rarroap.—The 
Legislature of Washington Territory has 
passed a joint resolution, providing for 
und appointing delegates from that Terri- 
tory aud Oregon, to a convention to be 
held at Varcouver on the 20th of May 
next, to take action to facilitate the con- 
struction of the Northern Paeific Rail 
road. Itis hoped that these Railroad 
Conventions on the Pacific will hase great 
influence at Washington, and induce Con- 
gress to act promptly iu the matter. All 
see the necessity of a speedy construction 
of the road,and if proper efforts are made 
by the friends of the measure Cougress 
will pass Gwin’s bill before it adjourns.
